lit Mammoth Timber Interests ofTwington* 


Bliss on tbe Shores of Lake Taboe. 


One little imagines the magnitude of 


the wood and timber operations of Yer- 
ington, & Bliss on the shores .of Tahoe 
from the occasional newspaper items. 
A jaunt through that conntry daring the 
heated term will show the, extent of the 
work. Taking the stage road from Car- 
son yon follow their V flume to the sum' 
mil; where you ae» the most wonderful 
railroad in the world. It is a narrow 
gauge, and traverses a section of coun- 
try so wild that it is a triumph of engi- 
neering skill indeed. 
This road runs 


down to the three great saw, laills-on 
thJshorcs of the lake at Glenbrook. 
The railroad carries the wood and lum- 
ber from the mills to the summit, where 
the flume receives it and lands it at Car- 
son in a twinkling. On the lake sev- 
eral steam tugs are kept busy towing 
huge- rafts of 'logs across "io the mills. 
Hundreds of acres of what wer« once 
dense forests are now nothlng~bnt a wil- 
derness* of stumps and dead 'branches, 
and each year the devastation extends. 
Armies of choppers and hundreds of ox 
teams are tuny froiw daylight till dark 
cutting down and conveying tho trees to 
the lake shore. Wo remember counting 
fifty trees falling before breakfaht one 
morning, when camping in that inspir- 
ing conntry, and we eat before G o'clock. 
Huge contracts arc lot, some, ^f them 
extending several years. 
M. C. Gard- 


ner had one of such magnitude that he 
built a broadgaug'e railroad to convey 
the fogs to the hike. Thin roud is near 
Yanks'. A better idea of the extent of 
this one contract may be had when we 
say that he has commenced suit in the 
Ormsby District Court for $30,000, be- 
cause of an alleged short measurement! 
And this is but one of a number of con- 
tracts. Operations are almost entirely 
suspended during tho Winter;'tbo mills 
shut down; the tugs are housed; tho 
railroad stops, thc'laborcrs scatter, and 
Glenbrook is snowed up. 
With the 


opening of Spring again all of these once 
more spring into activity and a busy 
season continues, until the snow flies. 
Millions of feet of lumbrni and thou- 
sands of cords of woods ara yearly torn 
from the mountain fastnesses and taken 
to Carson, to soon iind itself conveyed 
to the Conutock and other points. Tho 
timber interests thus hastily outlined 
form but one of tbe attractions about 
Lake Tahoe—the Gem of the Sierras.
